Proposals for retaining the 
Romulus Police Department 
and future plans for its growth 
have been presented to 
Romulus City Council for 
study and approval, it was 
learned Monday. 

The proposals were detailed 
by Romulus Police Chief 
Jacob J. Koch at an executive 
session of city council held last 
Thursday. 

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
and members of council are 
presently considering a 
detailed report of available 
services of the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department 

The city administration had 
initiated, several weeks ago. 
an investigation of area law 
enforcement agencies to 
obtain ‘‘the best possible 
police protection for the 
citizens of Romulus.” 

The complete services of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department are being offered 
to the city under a contractual 
arrangement. 

A. Frans Heideman, 
director of the Executive 
Division of the sheriff’s office, 
and Undersheriff Loren 
Pittman have been in con- 
sultation with the city ad- 
ministration regarding the 
Sheriffs Department’s Law 
Enforcement services for Rom 
ulus. 

The present road patrol 
service is the only current 
Wayne County Sheriff’s ac- 
tivity Jn Romulus. This 
courtesy service is being

phased out for lack of 
budgeted funds. 

Plans are under con- 
sideration by the Wayne 
County Board of Com- 
missioners to have townships 
pay for road service. 

The announcement of the 
city’s investigation into 
contractual law enforcement 
with the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department caused a 
considerable amount of pro 
and con discussion 

It has also caused the for- 
mation of a citizens’ group for 
retaining the city police 
department. 

Mayor Carmichael reported 
Monday that a decision is 
expected soon on a possible 
contract with the sheriff’s 
department. 

He has held several 
executive sessions with 
members of council during the 
last three weeks. 


Chief Koch, who has 
directed the city police force 
for the last four years, asked 
for an opportunity to present 
the results of his research and 
planning and recom- 
mendations for the police 
department. 

He disclosed that he had not 
been requested to appear 
before council or any citizen 
group for his plans or 
recommendations. 

“In my opinion the elected 
officials of the city must 
decide for the public good and 
for the good of the department 
whether out department is to 
be maintained and increased 
or a contract be obtained for 
police services with the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department,” Koch said. 

“The uncertainty has 
caused low morale within the 


departments which should not 
be It has also caused ill 
feeling between citizens of our 
city, our police department 
and the Sheriff’s Department 
which could be alleviated if 
council would make a decision 
in regard to the retention of 
our department and future 
plans for its growth,” Koch 
added. 

His proposals included the 
hiring of 12 experienced of- 
ficers, the purchase of six new 
police vehicles and four 
mobile radio-transmitters. 

He also called for the 
adoption of an ordinance that 
would authorize ‘he strength of 
the police department at a 
minimum of two officers for 
each 1 ,000 persons of the city’s 
population. 

In addition, Koch proposed 
salary boosts for officers. 


Two women slain 


Wayne County Sheriff 
deputies are investigating a 
double murder that occurred 
in Romulus early last evening. 

Mrs. Betty Irene Cum- 
mings,,^,. of 6312 Howe, and 
Doris Jean McCarter, 22, of 
24278 Beverly, both of 
Romulus, were found in a car 
on Henry Ruff, one eighth of a 
mile west of Merriman at 5:54 
p m. Monday. 

An eight-year-old girl, 
identified as Mrs. Cummings’ 


daughter, was also in the car 
but was unharmed. 

Sheriff deputies are seeking 
Roy Covington, Mrs. Cum- 
mings ex-husband. Covington 
and Mrs. Cummings were 
reported to be living together 
recently. 


Cause of death was listed as 
a small caliber gun shot 
wound to the left temple area 
of both women. 

Sheriff deputies are still 
investigating and further 
information is not available.

Attorney protests state investigation 


A report made by Roger A. 
Boline, director of School 
Management Service, 
Michigan Department of 
Public Instruction, clearing 
Huron Township School 
District Superintendent Bryon 
K. Antcliff of charges made by 
three members of the school 
board, has been criticized by 
counsel for the trio. 

Antcliff was charged with 14 
counts which accused him of 
“repeatedly ursurping the 
functions of the school board 
and violating the state laws 
governing the conduct of a 
school superintendent.” 
Antcliff has denied the 
charges. 

A four-hour public hearing 
on the charges was held before 
Boline and Raymond Godmer 
of the State Department of 
Public Instruction. Twenty 
nine persons gave oral 
testimony on the alleged 


conditions and problems in the 
school operation. 

Boline reported that most of 
the allegations had to do with 
board policy. He recom- 
mended methods of improving 
the reported conditions and 
added, “In the brief con- 
sideration we have found 
nothing that gives the ap- 
pearance of being in violation 
of school law.” 

A communication voicing 
strong objections to and 
criticism of Boline’s report 
was issued by Larry S. 
Davidow, of Detroit, counsel 
for Mrs. Mildred Bennett. 
Harry W. Hartsuff and Mrs. 


Erma Palmiter, the three 
school board members who 
initiated the charges. 

Boline’s public hearing was 
on a similar set of charges 
filed by Mrs. June Davidson, 
president of the Huron 
Township Citizens Committee. 
Davidow in his com- 
munication to Boline stated: 

“May we remind you that in 
the telephone conversation the 
writer had with you before 
your visit to the Huron School 
District, you had indicated 
your purpose to examine the 
books and records of the 
School District as they related 
to Mr. Antcliff. 


“It was not indicated at that 
time that you were going to 
conduct an investigation into 
the charges to be made by the 
members of the School 
District regarding the im- 
proper conduct of Mr. Antcliff 
as superintendent. 

“Admittedly you made no 
effort to examine the school 
records, but instead had a 
session with Mr. Antcliff, on 
which occasion presumably 
Mr. Antcliff gave you his 
version of the contentions 
involving him. 

“At no time was there any 
effort on your part to explore 
the charges that w'ould be

made against Mr. Antcliff and 
particularly to become 
directly informed of the basis 
of the charges to be made 
against Mr. Antcliff. 

“In other words, so far as 
the charges are concerned 
attacking Mr. Antcliff’s 
behavior, yours was at best a 
pro forma experience. 

“However, your letter to 
Mr. Antcliff has been used to 
support the claim that you had 
made an investigation of Mr. 
Antcliff and that you had 
exonerated him from any and 
all charges made against him. 

“One of the charges made 
against Mr. Antcliff w r as his 
refusal to obey the state law 
touching the right of parents 
to have their children excused 
from attendance at so-called 
sex education classes. 

“There is available positive 
proof of the refusal of Mr. 
Antcliff to honor such refusal 
even though such requests 
were made in writing. 

“It has been stated to us that 
you were likewise informed 
but seemed to be unimpressed 
with the mandatory language 
of the law touching the right of 
parents to refuse to have their 


children exposed to sex 
education. 

“The manner in which this 
unhappy situation has been 
handled by you and your 
communication relating 
thereto constitute a most 
distressing, unsatisfactory 
action on your part. 

“Your conduct renders a 
disservice in the Huron School 
District, and we feel it 
necessary on the part of the 
people we represent to 
vigorously protest what you 
have done in this regard.”

Gun ordinance tabled 


Romulus City Council has 
again tabled official action on 
a proposed Gun Control Or- 
dinance for the city. 

City Attorney John E. 
Young at the request of the 
council presented a revised 
Gun Control Ordinance at the 
Nov. 12 council session. 

The revisions to a proposed 
Gun Control Ordinance 
presented to council two 
weeks earlier were to meet 
various suggestions of council 
members. 


At the Nov. 12 council 
meeting, additional 
suggestions and amendments 
to the revised version were 
made. 

The ordinance was tabled to 
permit the city attorney to 
draft an ordinance to meet 
these additional recom- 
mendations. Councilman Ellis 
Pennington voted against 
tabling the proposed or- 
dinance. 

Complaints about careless 
shooting in various areas of 


the city either by hunters or 
others were voiced at the 
council session. 

The complainants were 
informed that a state law- 
prohibits the firing of guns 
within 450 feet of a residence 
of structure and that the State 
Conservation Commission is 
vitally concerned with hunters 
who do so. 

Police Chief Jacob J. Koch 
was instructed to check into 
the complaints and areas 
involved.

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners plans to spend 
up to $40,000 to keep the county 
economic opportunity 
program going while fighting 
a federal threat to kill the 
program. 

The Board s Ways and 
Means Committee, which 
consists of all 26 com- 
missioners, voted 
unanimously Nov. 12 to ex- 
pend up to $40,000 to operate 
the program for one month 
beyond Nov 30. The matter 
will come before the formal 
Board meeting Thursday. 

The Chicago regional office 
of the Federal Office of 
Economic Opportunity has 
served notice that Wayne 
County’s Federal funding, 
amounting to $776,000 this 
year, would not be renewed 
for the fiscal year beginning 
Dec. 1. The notice charged 
that the County OEO has been 
“generally ineffective.” 

Wayne County officials are 
aking for a meeting with 
Donald Rumsfeld, director of 
the Federal Office of 
Economic Opportunity in 
Washington, this week to ask 
him to overrule the Chicago 
office and renew the grant. 

Originally, Commissioner 


John S. Cook Jr., of Detroit 
(D-District 17), had invited 
Gov. Milliken and the Wayne 
County congressional 
delegation to an emergency 
meeting at the City-County 
Building Saturday. 

“A lot of the people we 
wanted at the meeting had 
prior commitments and 
Congressman William Ford 
suggested a direct meeting 
with Rumsfeld would get right 
to the point,” Cook said. 

Withdrawal of Federal 
funds would close eight neigh- 
borhood action centers located 
Ecorse, Hamtramck 


33-member citizens policy 
committee for the County OE, 
has charged that the decision 
to kill the program was a 
‘strictly political” move by 
the Nixon Administration. 

Cook’s committee recom- 
mended that the Board of 
Commissioners commit up to 
$40,000 to continue the 
program for the month of 
December.

Could private firm 
run school system? 


The Liberal Kan., Southwest Daily Times 
presents a brief editorial item on what might 
become a very large subject. 

It reports on the Gary, Ind., public school 
system hiring a private company to run one of 
itsproblem elementary schools on a “per- 
formance contract” basis. 

The company refunds fee for any child it 
fails to bring up to national grade level 
norms. The times comments that Gary is 
believed to be the first city to turn over the 
entire operation of a school to a business 
concern and concludes: 

“This new trend (if it really is a trend) is in 
its infancy but it offers a fresh alternative to 


many communities now being racked by 
acrimonious battles over school budgets and 
bitter charges about shortcomings and waste 
in educational systems.” 

Possibly, if voters went to the polls with the 
know ledge that the school budgets upon which 
they were voting were to be expended on 
schools operating along the lines of a 
business-managed enterprise in which 
management is held strictly accountable for 
its performance, they would be a lot more 
likely to look with favor on bond proposals 
and other measures necessary to keep the 
schools running. 

Also, chances are that students would learn 
what the word “quality” means as applied lo 
education. 


Lansing report 

Parochiaid ends 
with more losers 



Michigan’s emotional battle over public 
dollars going to nonpublic schools ended at 
the polls Nov. 3 with more losers than win- 
ners. 

The casualty list reads like a who’s who in 
Michigan education and politics. 

It is clear now that the cost of absorbing 
nonpublic school children from abandoned 
parochial systems into the public schools will 
far exceed the original $22 million parochiaid 
appropriation. 

And it is still unclear whether the public 
schools will lose the claimed $60 million in 
federal money coming to Michigan under 
programs which insist nonpublic schools get 
an equal share. 

Robert N. McKerr, associate superin- 
tendent of public instruction, said that of all 
nonpublic schools closed, the cost at $80 per 
student would wipe out the $22 million. 

The 1970-71 school aid bill carries per- 
student grants ranging from $110.50 to $623.50. 

The Catholic archdiocese of Detroit 
threatens to close 105 parochial schools and 
the Lansing diocesan board of education said 
it expects “major closures and cutbacks.” 

The Lansing board ordered its remaining 
schools to reject any auxiliary services from 
public schools on Dec. 18 “even if they are 
locally offered.” 

It all started simply enough with the 
legislature, after two. years of debate, ap- 
propriating $22 million from public money to 
assist the secular phase of nonpublic 
education. 

The argument then was money and its 
diversion from public schools. Later the 
church-state argument was used, the com- 
petitive-school doctrine was restated. 

Citizens Against Parochiaid (CAP) rounded 
up more than 300,000 signatures to place it on 
the ballot Nov. 3. Atly. Gen. Frank J. Kelley 
ruled the language was invalid and it could 
not go to a vote. 

The Appeals court and the Michigan 
Supreme Court overruled Kelley and it went 
on the ballot as Proposal C. Kelley and others 
said the final language would outlaw 
auxiliary services. 

These were the extensive counseling, 
remedial reading, programs for the mentally 
and physically handicapped services that 
nonpublic schools were given in 1965. 

After voters approved the proposal banning 
am public aid to nonpublic schools, CAP

executives said it meant just that, “no public 
aid in any way, shape or form.” 

Now CAP attorney Erwin Ellman and 
others are trying to prove that the 1965 ser- 
vices can be continued 

The only beneficiary' appears to be the 
Michigan Education Association (MEA) 
which now has 75,000 members and will get 
more as extra teachers are hired in the public 
schools. 

Another quirk is that public schools cannot 
get more money this year to finance the extra 
student load without changing at least two 
laws — the appropriations bill and the statute 
fixing student enrollment as of the fourth 
Friday of the school year. 

The facts indicate that both the public and 
nonpublic schools will lose, at least this year. 

Now for the political victims, the lesser 
casualties. 

Kelley was forced to take a position three 
times, a modem record — on the ballot 
proposal, on the appeal to the supreme court 
and on his interpretation of the impact of 
Proposal C. 

There was no impact of any noticeable 
measure on his re-election as attorney 
general, but politicians fear the delayed 
reaction should Kelley try forthe U.S. Senate 
in 1972. 

Senator Sander M. Levin was damaged by 
an identity problem. He first opposed 
parochiaid in the legislature, but then 
rejected Proposal C because he feared it 
would wipeout auxiliary ser. ices, which he co- 
sponsored in 1965. 

Gov. Milliken — who staved off Levin’s 
challenge for the governorship — always has 
supported limited nonpublic school aid. He 
then opposed Proposal C. 

Observers say the issue cut both ways in the 
Milliken- Levin race. 

The supreme court — which historically 
tries to be above the battle— went on record to 
place the language Kelley found defective on 
the ballot, then ruled that parochiaid was 
constitutional. 

Then the voters overruled the supreme 
court by changing the state constitution to 
ban parochiaid. 

Politicians see a light on the horizon, 
however, the tradition that the attention span 
of voters has never reached from one election 
to the next. 

But the schools — whether Proposal C is 
good or bad for them — will just have to live 
with it. 


Follow rules of the road

With the arrival of the year's most dangerous 
days for those who drive automobiles, it behooves 
us to reflect on our knowledge of the proper “rules 
of the road.” 

Fall and especially winter days with their shorter 
daylight hours and snow and ice-covered roads 
warrant prudent driving on the part of all motorists 
when behind the wheels of their cars. 

Safe driving programs to be successful in any 
community must have the full cooperation of car 
driver and pedestrain. 

Local police agencies strive constantly to keep the 
streets and highways safe for all, but the traffic 
accident and injury toll continues. 

They report that inattention behind the wheel of 
the car and insufficent knowledge of the rules of 
road especially “defensive driving” are in the main 
responsible. 


Defensive driving is “driving in a manner which 
will prevent accidents in spite of the actions of 
others <»r the presence of adverse driving con- 
ditions,” reports Chris Imhoff, traffic expert 

The rules of the road are available in an excellent 
brochure issued by Michigan Department of State 
entitled “What Every Driver Must Know.” 

It is interesting and a worthwhile reference book. 
It would serve as a good refresher course for a lot of 
Michigan drivers. 

Last year, 56.400 Americans were killed in traffic 
accidents. Another two millionssuffered disabling 
injuries. 

“This tragic toll will continue unless the in- 
dividual driver becomes personally involved in the 
campaign against highway carnage Every 
motorist can do his part in this campaign by driving 


defensively each time he gets behind the wheel.” 
said Imhoff. 

Dr. Bradley Greenberg, a Michigan State 
University communications specialist, believes 
soap operas should be broadcast in classrooms to 
give school children a more realistic look at life 
than they get from the violence-ridden shows they 
watch at night. 

A wedding ring may symbolize the end of your

So say Michigan Department of Labor safety 
consultants who point out that safe attire for many 
jobs excludes rings and other jewelry which might 
be caught in machinery or snagged on stationary 
objects.

Number of registered 
nurses in state down 


While a significant dent is 
being made in the shortage of 
doctors in Michigan, the 
number of registered nurses 
in the state is diminishing. 

A study just re- 
leased by the Michigan 
Health Council shows in the 
past two years the number of 
doctors registered to practice 
in the state has risen by 380 
and the number of dentists 
rose 359 

But during the same period, 
the number of registered 
nurses in the state actually 
dropped by 196 The problem 
is made worse by the fact only 
62 per cent of the registered 
nurses licensed in Michigan 
actually are engaged in 
nursing at this time 

“There is a shortage of 
several hundred thousand 
registered nurses nationwide, 
and Michigan is severely 
short,” says John A. Doherty,

“We have only 277 employed 
registered nurses per 100,000 
population,” he said. This

What is school accreditation? 



Accreditation is a procedure used to rate high 
scIukiIs according to their overall excellence in their 
educational programs which include both 
curricular and extra-curricular activities. 

In order to be ranked as an approved or ‘ac- 
credited school, it must comply with minimum 
standards and requirements as outlined by the 
educational organization. 

At one time, students graduating from an ac- 
credited high school were able, in many instances, 
to enroll in many colleges and universities without 
taking an entrance exam Due to the crowded 
conditions that exist in the most of these institutions 
today, this is no longer the case. Having an ac- 
credited high school does assure the community and 
the board of education that the standards 
established by the a c c re d i t i n g agency are being 
met or exceeded 

There are iw«* such agencies in Michigan which 
review and evaluate school programs, the 
University of Michigan through its Bureau of School 


Services and the North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

In Michigan, it is mandatory for schools to be 
evaluated by the University of Michigan These 
evaluation visits are scheduled every five years 
Participation in the North Central Association 
accreditation is voluntary Some schools may 
prefer to be accredited by both agencies or just one 
Of the 720 high schools in Michigann. 328 are 
members of North Central 
The North Central Association is an accrediting 
agency for high schools, colleges and universities 
w ithin 19 states located in the midwest Schools may 
continue their membership so long as they comply 
with the criteria and conditions of membership 
Schools which are unable or unwilling to conform 
to the regulations adopted by the membership of the 
association may withdraw or be dropped from 
membership. 

Accreditation by either agency requires a con-

The council estimates diere 
is a current shortage totalling 
50,000 in all health personnel 
in Michigan and has set a goal 
of rectifying that situation by 
1975. 

Among the goals it has set 
are the following: 

— achievement of a ratio of 
one medical doctor for each 
800 residents rather than the 
current ratio of one doctor for 
each 1,002 residents. 

reaching a ratio of one 
registered nurse to each 150 
residents, rather than the 
current ratio of one nurse to 
213 persons and a ratio of one 
licensed practical nurse to 
every 200 persons rather than 
the current one practical 
nurse for each 453 persons. 

— establishment of one 
dentist for each 1,500 persons 
rather than the current ratio 
of one dentist for each 1,893 
persons. 

Michigan launched an 
ambitious program which it 
hopes will be the forerunner of 
the establishment of a decent 
housing unit for every resident 
of the state. 

The project, taking place in 
Detroit, will result in the 
rehabilitation of 1,009 housing 
units in the inner city. And 
while the total cost will be $15 
million, the project will be 
paid off by persons who move 
into the renovated units and 
by federal grants and won’t 
cost one cent of state 
revenues. 

The $15 million is being 
raised through the sale of 
bonds and notes which will be 
paid off through rents and 
federal monies.

Squad 

The Commissioners, 
meeting as the Ways and 
Means Committee Nov. 12, 
voted to rescind the cut of six 
patrolmen imposed in the 
County budget which takes 
effect Dec 1 

They also voted to ap- 
propriate $213,756 to enable 
Sheriff William Lucas to hire 
13 men to staff the iindcrcnvei 
narcotics unit known as the 
Metro Squad. 

The Ways and Means ac- 
tions are subject to approval by 
the Board of Commissioners 
at its formal meeting Thur- 
sday. 

Citing restrictions of an 
austerity budget, previously 
the Commissioners had 
rejected Sheriff William 
Lucas’s request to separately 
fund a Metropolitan Squad 
and had elected to eliminate 
six men from his road patrol 
division 


Thursday's action would 
allow the Sheriff to continue 
his “present level of man- 
power and services” while he 
is negotiating efforts to end 
free road patrol service as it is 
now- being provided. 

The Commissioners voted to 
establish a Special Committee 
“for the purpose of reviewing 
alternative methods of 
financing adequate law en- 
forcement throughout the 
County of Wayne, and ability 


Wayne County Com- 
missioner Edmund Bizek of 
Romulus <D-District 24) voted 
to restore the nine positions to 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Road Patrol. He also urged 
dial townships be given ample 
time to make alternative 
arrangements before free 
patrol service by the Sheriff is 
withdrawn. 

“You can’t suddenly 
eliminate a service that they

And the answer, says the 
Health Insurance Institute, 
citing data supplied by the 
Life Extension Foundation, is 
to get physical w r ith it. 

That is, drown it, sweat it 
out, sleep it to death, cool it. 

But first, go directly to bed 
with one or two aspirins and a 
hot lemonade. 

The idea is to keep drinking - 
water, fruit juices, tea and the 
like - and perspiring and 
resting.

They are usually 
beneficial to everyone except 
the very young and the very 
old or sick.

F or 
the bath to be beneficial it 
must give a sense of well- 
being and pleasant warm glow 
to the body." 

But remember: 

"Colds are caused by 
germs, or a virus. Not by 
drafts, or by letting your feet 
get wet, or by going without 


sleep. But those things can 
lower your resistance." 

Here’s a do-it-yourself 
program to treat your cold: 

1. Begin treatment at the 
first sign. 

2. If it’s begun, take a hot 
bath. Get into bed. 

3. Follow' with a hot 
lemonade and blankets to 
induce sweating. 

A. Drink all the fluids 
possible while confined to bed. 

5. Call the doctor if your 
efforts have not helped.

Whether it be in high school or college, undefeated football 
teams can’t afford the luxury of a weak performance — it 
causes too much speculation.

“I feel this is one of the reasons why East has not been ranked 
this year despite their perfect 8-0 record,” he added. “The Mid- 
Wayne is down while competition in the Tri-River Conference 
has been improving right along.” 

One would have to agree with Burkholder after viewing the 
East, West clash. But only speculatively speaking. 

True, West was an “also ran” in the Tri-River all season long, 
coming on strong at the end of the year when it claimed victories 
over last place and winless Dearborn Heights Crest wood.

Q I had a heart attack two 
months ago and am at home 
recuperating. My employer 
has insurance that pays me

A. You should call the Social 
Security Office right away. 
While there is a six-month 
waiting period before Social 
Security disability payments

can start, this does not mean 
you must wait six months to 
apply. 

By applying right now, your 
claim should be all complete 
and the decision on disability 
made before the end of the six- 
month waiting period. The 
first check then would arrive 
on time. 

A disabled worker or 
members of the family should 
call the Social Security Office 
as soon as it is dear that he 
won’t be returning to work for 
quite a while. The telephone 
number to call is 584-7200.

REGULAR MEETING 


October 12. 1970 


The Regular Meeting of the Van Buren Board of 
Education was held in the Board Room of the Ad- 
ministration Building on Monday, October 12, 1970 at 8:00 
p.m. 

Members present : Mrs. Doris Roe, Mr. Robert Archer, 
Mr. James Sayre. Miss Barbara Rogalle, Dr. Richard 
Muse, and Mr. Chauncey Schweigert. Absent: Mr. 
Charles Bole. Also present were Superintendent Kaulitz 
and Business Manager Von Destinon. 

The meeting was called to order at 8:05 p.m. by Vice- 
President Schweigert. 

The minutes of the regular meeting of September 14, 
1970 were approved as printed. 

The bills for the month of September were reviewed. 
Motion by Rogalle. supported by Muse, that the bills be 
paid as presented. Motion carried. 

Superintendent Kaulitz read a letter from Mr. William 
Shunck of the Wayne County Intermediate School District 
asking the Board to appoint one member and an alternate 
to serve on the Wayne County Occupational Education 
Advisory Committee. Schweigert was appointed with 
Sayre as alternate. 

Superintendent Kaulitz also read a letter from Mr. 
James L. Borough, Supervisor, School Food Services 
Section. Department of Education, asking for adoption of 
a policy statement pertaining to free and reduced priced 
school lunches. Either the sample policy received or a 
similar one must be adopted by November 1, 1970. Motion 
by Archer, supported by Sayre, to adopt policy at- 
tachment Il-a and Income Scale “B” (copies attached) 
with Business Manager Von Destinon as the person to 
determine to whom free lunches will be given and all 
appeals to be taken to Superintendent Kaulitz. Motion 
carried. 

Business Manager Von Destinon opened and Archer 
read bids received from three banks for a $762,400 loan 
against future state aid. They were as follows: Detroit 
Bank and TYust — 4.74 per cent interest rate, National 
Bank of Detroit — 3.97 per cent interest rate, and 
Manufacturers National Bank — 4.60 per cent interest 
rate. Motion by Muse, supported by Roe, to accept bid 
from National Bank of Detroit Motion carried. 

Mr. Raymond Kohr was asked to give a report of the 
results of the Michigan Assessment Program. He read a 
compilation of the results and also informed the Board of 
the haste in which the tests were compiled and that he felt 
the tests to be given in January, 1971 would be more 
sophisticated. He also informed the Board that the district 
will again be participating in the National Assessment 
Program. 

Mr. Kohr also reported on the newly formed Curriculum 
Council. He explained why it was formed and how it will 
handle areas of concern. He listed committees that were 
formed to work on concerned areas with priorities yet to 
be established. 

The Board was asked by Mr. Brown, Chairman of the 
North Central Association Evaluation Steering Com- 
mittee, to appoint a representative to the School Staff and 
Administration section of the above mentioned com- 
mittee Mrs. Roe was appointed as representative. 

Superintendent Kaulitz read and the Board discussed 
the first preliminary report from the Junior High 
Curriculum Committee. It was noted that some suggested 
changes have already been made for the 1970-71 school 
year. It was suggested that there be a deadline on 

citizen study committee reports so action could be taken 
on suggestions wherever feasible. 

Mr. Ford and Mr. Brown were present and discussed 
the need for the purchase of two photocopy machines for 
the high school. Motion by Archer, supported by Rogalle. 
to purchase one A B Dick Electrostatic Model 675 with 
cabinet and installation for $1390, and one A.B Dick 
Electrostatic Model 675 with cabinet and installation with 
a coin vending attachment to be used in the library for 
$1390 Also that the $800 of unused school gift money be 
allocated toward the purchase of machines. Motion 
carried. (The coin vending attachment costs $85.00, but 
with the purchase of two machines, this attachment will 
be provided as per the above price quotation ) 

A date for election for a bond issue was discussed It was 
stated that March 18. 1971 was being considered but no 
final decision has been made 
Motion by Sayre, supported by Archer, to adjourn 
Motion carried Meeting adjourned at 9:40 p.m.

Each member, having been 
requested to bring two dozen 
cookies and her recipe, then 
enjoyed a cookie exchange 
withsamplingallowed. Many 
unusual recipes were con- 
tributed including those w r ith 
cranberries and pumpkin. All 
types of goodies were on 
display — cut-outs, molded 
types refrigerator con- 
coctions, drop cookies, and 
many colorful Christmas 
creations. 


Michigan State ^uiiversity 
Food Scientist Richard 
Lechowich says: “A bird 
thawed in the refrigerator is 
worth two thawed at room 
tempterature.” (Unless of 
course, you want to spice your 
holiday menu with bacterial 
food poisoning.) 

According to Lechowich. 
bacterial food poisoning 
frequently occurs during the 
holiday season when 
homemakers prepare large 
quantities of food which 
overtax refrigerators and 
other kitchen facilities. 

Personal sanitation and 
proper tempera l ue control of 
food items will prevent such 
problems, says Lechowich. 

Bacterial infections account 
for 67 percent of the food 
poisoning in the U S. — an 
estimated 2.000 outbreaks per 

w»‘-»r ho rpnnrtc 
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Major culprits are 
staphylococcus, Clostridium 
perfringens, and salmonella. 
Staphylococcus is transferred 
to foods by humans during 
preparation, while the other 
two forms can be carried by 
foods themselves. 

Lechowich offers the 
following tips for trouble-free 
holiday meals. 

First, thaw the turkey at 
temperatures just above the 
freezing point. Thawing in the 
refrigerator is best, but if 
space and time don't 
permit, birds may be thawed 
under cold running water — 
1*2 to 3 hours depending on 
size. Do not thaw* at room 
temperatures. The bacteria 
thrive between 40 and 140 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Arrange meal schedules so 
that the turkey will go into the 
oven almost immediaely after 
thawing, and onto the table 
immediately after cookinp 

Don’t use the same utensils 
or containers for both raw and 
cooked foods without first 
washing them thoroughly. 
Hands, knives and cutting 
boards can be major tran- 
smitters of bacteria between 
foods. 

Don’t stuff the turkey the 
night before The dressing will 
stay warm /even in the 
refrigerator and tem- 
peratures will be favorable for 
bacterial growth. Also don’t 
partially cook the turkey in 
ordertosave lime just before 
the meal. This practice puts 
the bird in the 40 to 140 degree 
range that bacteria like. 

Be especially careful of 
dressings and gravies. These 
items should go directly from 
cooking temperatures in 
excess of 140 degrees to the 
table 

“Good health extends beyond 
the meal,” says Lechowich 
“Proper cooling of leftovers 
is important Don’t leave 
foods at room temperature for 
more than two hours. ”

More than 34,000 Michigan 
veterans and dependents who 
receive monthly VA pension 
checks have been alerted they 
will receive annual income 
questionnaires with their Nov. 

1 check. Robert M. Fit- 
Gerald, Director, Michigan 
VA Regional Office in Detroit, 
made the announcement 
today. 

FitzGerald pointed out 1971 
pension payments will be 
based on information sub- 
mitted. by the recipients. He 
urged prompt response to the 
questionnaire as payments 
will be withheld unless the 
form is completed and 
returned no later than Jan. 15. 

VA pension payments go to 
veterans totally and per- 
manently disabled from in- 
jury or illness not connected 
with military service. Widows 
and children of deceased 
veterans may also be eligible 
for such pensions if they meet 
certain income limitations 

Parents of deceased 
veterans who received 
dependency and indemnity 
compensation payments are 
also required to fill out and 
return the questionnaire 

Pension payments, unlike 
service connected com- 
pensation, are based on the 
amount of income a recipient 
receives from other sources 
The income questionnaire 
requests information on the 
amount of income the 
beneficiary received in 1970 
and the amount anticipated in 
1971. 

FitzGerald emphasized that 
failure to return the 
questionnaire could not only 
cause pension payments to 
cease, but could cause a 
refund of payments received 
during 1970
